NASH GIVES “ED” HELL 


We were rather interested in the com- 
ments on the Nash appearing in the Sep- 
tember issue, page 2. Apparently there is 
quite a lot about this particular operation 
that “Ed.” does not know. I am wondering 
where he got the impression that there were 
11 other Nash cars in the race. The com- 
ment about the maximum speed does not 
seem to tie in with the remark on page 30 
in which it was mentioned that the Ambas- 
sador Airflyte is one of America’s fastest. 


Our advertising copy has been using the 
average of 95.238 mph established for 712 
miles. We don’t know anything about the 
rules under which this was established, but 
we have been careful to state that we be- 
lieve this is a record for the distance. We 
have not been challenged by any manufac- 
turer or individual so accordingly we are 
led to believe that this record will hold up. 

. . . puzzled by the figure 87.7 mph for 
the Ambassador. Tests of our stock Ambas- 
sadors with standard heads range somewhere 
between 92 and 96 actual, depending on at- 
mospheric conditions, particular car used, 
and all the factors which effect speed.

Official lists from Mexico show 11 Nash 
entries. Whether they all actually ran in 
the race is another matter. There is a com- 
plete and OFFICIAL A.A.A. setup for 
American Stock Car records. The official 
record, for class C closed cars (the Nash 
catagory), is 92.42 mph for 500 miles and 
91.34 mph for 1000 miles—established in 
1939 by Hudson Eight ... why doesn’t Nash 
go after the OFFICIAL record? 

Incidentally, at the Mille Miglia in Italy, 
in 1940, Hanstein and Baumer, in a 122 cu. 
in. B.M.W. (certified stock production) aver- 
aged 102.00 mph for 920 miles. This car was 
the famous pioneering aerodynamic coupe, 
which was pictured in December, 1949 issue 
of Road and Track.—Ed.

292 mph MERCEDES 


I read with great interest, Jack Coogan’s 
article on “A Visit to Postwar Germany,” 
in your April issue. 

When I came to your section, describing 
the record-holding Mercedes’ ability to over- 
take from a standing start, within one mile, 
another car traveling at 100 mph, I began 
to wonder just how fast the Mercedes would 
have to go. 

After dusting off my old college physics 
books and fumbling with a few equations 
on acceleration, I came to the amazing an- - 
swer of 292 mph!! 

Will the Mercedes go that fast? Are my 
figures in error, or was Mr. Coogan in error? 
V=100 mph=88 ft/sec+60 - 100=146.7 ft/sec 
s=vt s=1 mile=5,280 ft 
t=s+v=5,280+146.7=36 sec 
s=Vot -- Yat2, V=at Vo=O S="Yat? 
a=2s+t2=2 - 5280+ (36)2=8.18 ft/sec 
V=at=8.13 ft/sec/sec - 36 sec=—292 mph

Your figures look OK—however, the jok- 
er is that the standing mile is not covered 
at a uniform rate of acceleration. 

“This amazing acceleration can best be 
illustrated by imagining a Mercedes on the 
starting line with its engine running, when 
another car passes it at 100 mph, and con- 
tinues at this speed for a mile. If the Mer- 
cedes were to start accelerating just as this 
car crossed the line, then it would easily 
pass the other car before the mile had been 
covered.”—from Motor Racing with Merce- 
des-Benz by Monkhouse. 

I believe the Mercedes covered the stand- 
ing mile in a time equivalent to an average 
speed of around 137 miles per hour. Thus, 
it could catch any car (within a mile) if the 
opponent was traveling at a uniform speed 
of just under 137. Acceleration up to 100 
mph is really terrific, and the top speed at 
the end of a mile is surely not much, if any, 
over 200 mph. 

The slightly faster Auto Union holds the 
mile-from-rest record at 138.7 mph. Rudolf 
Caracciola, driving the Mercedes, averaged 
268.3 mph for the flying mile, a record 
which still stands. The Mercedes developed 
600 hp @ 5,000 rpm.—tTech Ed. 


5.73 QUART CADILLAC 


I keep reading in Road and Track about 
the 2.3 liter Alpha Romero, or the 2.4 liter 
Heely, or the 3.3 litre Butaggia, and what 
I want to know is why don’t we use the 
same system for American cars only use 
American units? Since a quart is close to 
a liter in volume, we could, for example, 
call the 216 cubic inch Chevrolet the 3.75 
quart Chevrolet, or refer to the 5.73 quart 
Cadillac.

SOUPING A 1950 RENAULT 


I bought a 1950 Renault about four 
months ago, primarily for the economy in 
operation and maintenance, but the little 
thing runs so well that I’ve become a “small” 
car enthusiast. 

I would like to “soup it up” a little but 
need additional data. For example, the 
handbook issued for ’50 is the same one 
used with the 49. In New York, they set 
the valves at .006” on the intake and .008” 
on the exhaust, while here in Jersey, they 
set the valves at .010 (both intake and ex- 
haust) claiming they have had no trouble 
with burnt valves even if you do get a little 
more noise in the engine. It’s a regular con- 
troversy. 

Whats’ the score on this out there on the 
West Coast? Do you people have anything 
in “black-and-white” that we might go on, 
not only for regular maintenance, but for 
guys like me would like to tinker with the 
engine a little; you know, things like coils, 
manifolds—the stuff that is done with the 
V-8 only on a smaller scale.

Intake at .006” and exhaust at .008” is the 
advice of Murray Nichols, Renault expert. 
The aluminum block expands faster than 
the steel push rods so clearance increases 
when engine is hot—greater settings are 
therefor unwise. For more “go” try a 19 mm 
carburetor and #100 main jet in place of 
the stock 14.5 mm and #75. There are sev- 
eral good manifolds, including one for dual 
carburetor installation, available in France. 
The engine will rev happily at 6,000 rpm 
with no valve float. A Renault in the Le 
Mans 24-hour race averaged over 60 mph 
and another was timed at 69 mph in the Al- 
pine Rally.—Ed.

A few fast turns, however, and 
we headed for a deserted hill climb lo- 
cale, one that snakes steeply up the side 
of one canyon and down another. After a 
few exploratory turns, Phil really began to 
whip into them. Then came the surprise 
. . . he went beyond the degree that had 
seemed “mushy” to me, and lo, little Henry 
hugged the turns like a sports car. Vi- 
cious, sharp turns failed to produced a spin- 
out or loss of control. “When the front 
end starts to go, just pull it into the turn 
a little tighter; if the back starts out, a 
slight correction will bring it back in again 
—remarkable!” said Phil as he slammed us 
thru a 55 mph sharp curve. At the crest 
of the hard, fast climb, the temperature 
gauge still hung on cool! Phil said we 
set a record coming down and I am sure 
we did... one long tire squeel from top 
to bottom. Believe me, the Henry J can 
corner. Brakes got a real work-out but 
held up very well . . . fading was not 
noticeable till the last few turns. “I have 
never driven an American-made car that 
can match this one!” declared Phil. 

We sighted a Jaguar XK-120 and decid- 
ed to ask for a couple of comparative tests. 
The fellow said he would be delighted to 
if his Jag were broken-in, which it wasn’t. 
A shame, too, because it was Dick Powell 
and June Allison.

Kaiser and Frazer owners puffed with pride. 

The driver of an almost-new Olds 88 
spotted the Michigan tag and gave us that 
old “watch-me-go” look. At the change to 
green, down went the gas and up popped 
the clutch—little Henry squealed with de- 
light as the front end came up and the rear 
dug in. Wound up tight in low and WHAM! 
—in the excitement of nosing out the Olds, 
I had forgotten about this being an untried 
car and had slammed a hard, fast “speed- 
shift”—straight thru, no clutch. Expecting 
loud, expensive noises, I was surprised to 
have this mechanical jack rabbit wind up 
in second like a hot V-8. Another speed-shift 


to high at 50 and we had left a m 
chagrined Olds far behind. By now, I see 
beginning to develop some respect for Mon- 
tague’s boast. We headed for the Union Oil 
Company’s research plant where a fuel con- 
sumption meter was installed. We shall see 
about that 35 mpg! 

Thru downtown L. A. again... driving is 
fun with that stoplight jump in the Henry J 
- . - 27 mpg in’ slow traffic. Up at 5:00 a.m. 
to begin a trek to El Mirage Dry Lakes, 
where Russetta Timing Association hold 
their meets. A climb to 4,000 feet on An- 
geles Crest where a twisting road tests cor- 
nering. Soft springing causes some leaning 
so 35 mph is set for really sharp turns. 
Little Henry climbs well and refuses to over- 
heat (these are real “boiling grades”). We 
reach the straight desert road and begin to 
pour it on. Very stable at high speed but, 
like most 6-cylinder engines, it sounds strain- 
ed... me too. 

After quite a bit of scrounging, we bor- 
rowed a safety belt, crash helmet, masking 
tape, and fire extinguisher . . . these fel- 
lows are sticklers for safety rules, as they 
should be. With all loose equipment se- 
curely stowed, Lou Baney of R.T.A. gave 
us the “go ahead” signal. Guided by the 
four-mile long rows of rubber marker cones, 
one row on each side of the course, the 
Henry J accelerated rapidly to a peak of 
77 mph in low range. I dared not back- 
off too long to throw in overdrive for fear 
of loosing speed. Hard down again 
but was it really in overdrive . unfa- 
miliar with the engine, it was difficult to 
tell. 80, 81, 82 and 82 mph as the flags 
marking the measured % mile came into 
view. Absolutely stable at this speed, de- 
spite a rutted course, was the surprise. A 
steady 83 thru the traps and then the trip 
back to the pits. The official time was 
79.740 mph, electronically timed to one- 
thousandth of a second over a carefully 
surveyed distance.

It must be realized that the crusted-dirt 
lake beds are not an ideal surface, for con- 
siderable slippage occurs. The timed run 
indicated a 3 mph difference in speedo- 
meter reading, an error which would be 
almost cancelled by slippage. The best 
times obtained on paved surfaces varied 
between 84 and 88 mph on the speedo- 
meter . . a probable average true top 
speed of 85 mph. 


After running a few acceleration tests 
against late model “stockers” and “hop-ups”, 
we timed the standing %4 mile at 21.47 and 
22.75 seconds despite extreme slippage on 
the start. By way of some very rough trails, 
we bid the lake adieu and began the 120 
mile drive home. 


A sudden all-night downpour (very un- 
usual weather!) gave opportunity to test 
the Henry J in rain. Like many late cars, 
there was a leak at one corner of the wind- 
shield. Everything else was tight . . . so 
tight that window-up door slamming is dif 
ficult. Both brake induced and cornering 
slides were remarkably stable. Fast runs 
thru 6” water puddles caused some missing 
from wet plugs but little Henry refused to 


drown out. 

Fuel consumption tests were made at in- 
tervals under all types of conditions. The 
best mileage was obtained on a long sea- 
level stretch of paved highway, no stops, 
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35 mph, and in overdrive—36.4 miles per 
gallon! Normal highway driving produced 
28 to 32 mpg, suburban light traffic—26 to 
30, cross city—24 to 28, and heavy traffic 
made a low of 18.5 mpg. Excluding Cros- 
ley, the Henry J is probably the most eco- 
nomical car made in America. 


Summing up the opinions of hundreds 
who saw or rode in the car: Almost every- 


one likes the styling and size. The per- 
formance delighted the conservative and 
the hot-rodder alike. The “built-in” seat 


covers were deemed sensible’ and plaudits 
were heard for the folding seat-luggage plat- 
form. Visibility and roominess were praised. 
Most often complaints were: lack of glove 
compartment, dome light, and ventilators.

ABOUT THE AUTHOR—Co-builder of the 
“So-Cal Special,’ Dean Batchelor drove the 
car thru the Y% mile to establish a record of 
193 mph at the 1949 Bonneville meet. 


There is something about the Bonneville 
Salt Flats that “gets into your blood.” Per- 
haps it is the vast expanse of gleaming 
white salt, or the isolation of potent yet 
intimate speed equipment, or the knowledge 
that the same surface—the same black guide 
line— was used by Cobb to set the World’s 
Land Speed Record of just under 400 mph. 
Whatever the reason, Bonneville definitely 
has an atmosphere of its own—one which 
renders all other dry lakes dull by com- 
parison. 

Such was the locale of the 1950 Second 
Annual Bonneville National Speed Trials 
conducted by the Southern California Tim- 
ing Association (S.C.T.A.). Conceded by all 
concerned to be a huge success, the amount 
of competition was triple that of last year 
and enthusiastic spectators attended in 
great numbers. 

Two cars exceeded the long sought 200 
mph mark by a good margin. Eight new 
records were set, while seven of last year’s 
records were broken, making fifteen new 
records in all. Weather conditions were per- 
fect all week and William D. Backman, the 
Bonneville Speedway representative, stated 
the lake was in the best condition it had 
been in for fifteen years. All the drivers 
agreed that the black guide line is much 
easier to follow at high speeds than the 
rubber cones which were used to line each 
side of the course last year. 

The single accident to take place during 
the meet was one of the most spectacluar 
and lucky in racing history. “Puffy” Puffer, 
a well-known track roadster driver, was 
driving the Marvin Lee-Wayne Horning 
“City of Pasadena II” G.M.C.-powered 
streamliner when it got out of control and 
flipped several times while traveling in the 
neighborhood of 200 mph. The accident oc- 
curred directly in front of horrified specta- 
tors at the finish line but before anyone 
could get to the car, “Puffy” had climbed 
out—unharmed except for a few minor 
scratches. Lee should be commended highly 
for designing and constructing a car sturdy 
enough to protect the driver as this one did. 

For the®second year in a row, the Xydias- 
Batchelor “So-Cal Speed Shop Special” came 
away with top honors but was hotly con- 
tested by Bill Kenz’ twin-engined Ford. 

The Kenz Special, driven by Willie Young, 
was the first car of the meet to exceed the 
200 mark. On his record run he clocked 
201.342 mph one way and returned at 210.773 
mph for a 206.51 mph average. Just as he 
finished the measured mile on the return 
run, both front tires peeled their treads, re- 
peating last year’s experience of the So-Cal 
Special. The car was fitted with 7.00 x 18 
Firestone Speedway tires but they were not 
designed to withstand the 200 mph pace. 
Young did not hesitate between the “up” 
and “down” runs but made a large circle at 
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the far end of the course and returned im- 
mediately—thus the car was flat-out for ap- 
proximately 12 miles without stopping. 

The So-Cal Special, which was driven al- 
ternately by Ray Charbonneau and Bill 
Dailey, made the first run at 206.958 mph and 
returned at 210.986 mph for a 208.927mph 
average. The car was stopped for approxi- 
mately 10 minutes between runs while water 
was changed and fuel added. The tires stood 
up on this car, probably due in part to the 
rest between runs and because it is lighter. 

This 208 mile per hour average is the 
fastest 2-way average speed ever attained by 
an American-built car in any class. It is 
also the fastest single-engined American car 
and the fastest in the world with a rebuilt 
production automobile engine. (The White 
“Triplex” has three Liberty aircraft engines 
and Lockhart’s Stutz had dual Miller speed- 
way engines.) 

Earlier in the week the So-Cal Special, 
with a V-8 60 engine (Class A), made a 
record run of 166.91 mph and 158.99 mph 
for an average of 162.95 mph. 


Probably one of the best constructed and 
certainly one of the most interesting cars of 
the meet, the Kenz Special has a tubular 
frame with a transverse leaf spring in the 
front and a torsion bar swing axle arrange- 
ment at the rear. The universal joint assem- 
bly is made from a Ford drive shaft unit. 
A quick change center section is fitted to a 
Ford differential. The front engine drives 
thru a clutch to a short drive shaft which 
is, in turn, splined to the front of the crank- 
shaft of the rear engine, transmitting all 
power to the rear wheels. To run on a 
single engine, the driveshaft is removed and 
the water drained from the tank which sup- 
plies water to the front engine and which is 
located in the nose. (Two water tanks, hold- 
»ing 35 gallons each, are carried.) 

The cockpit is located between the en- 
gines and to the left of the driveshaft. The 
second water tank is on the right where it 
balances the weight of the driver and con- 
trols. CO. fire extinguishers, with controls 
in the cockpit, protect each engine compart- 
ment. This arrangement proved its worth 
when on one run the rear engine caught fire 
and the driver had extinguished it before 
the car stopped rolling. 

Much engine changing was done during 
the week, a maneuver which accounts for 
two different class records being held by 
one car as in the case of Joe Torvick’s 
coupe (B & C class), the Pierson brothers’ 
modified coupe (B & C), and the Xydias- 


Ui; 
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Batchelor streamliner (A & C). During the 
week-long trials, some cars ran as many as 
four different engines! 

An interesting sidelight occurred during 
the last few minutes of the meet when Bar- 
ney Navarro put cardboard streamlining on 
his V-8 modified roadster and ran thru on 
one bank of cylinders to set a new 0-91 cubic 
inch class streamliner record. 


Using a Roots-blown Ford V-8 engine, 
sleeved down and de-stroked to 180 cubic 
inches, Navarro’s car ran first in the B modi- 
fied roadster class. Having attained a speed 
of 146 mph, he was qualified to run for the 
record but on the return run the engine 
parted company some rods and pistons. 

His engine is equipped with a 180° crank- 
shaft instead of the normal 90° arrangement 
found in a stock Ford, so by removing the 
blower, along with the rods, pistons and 
valve lifters from the same side, he had left 
a four cylinder engine of 90 cubic inches 
displacement. The valves on the defunct side 
were left in to seal off the chambers from 
the fuel and four rods were sawed off just 
above the big: ends to act as spacers for the 
remaining four. The car attained a speed of 
78 mph without being tuned or warmed up 
to establish the class “O” record. “Vive le 
sport.” 

The timing apparatus used by the S.C.T.A. 
was built and operated by J. Otto Crocker 
of San Diego. Crocker’s new all electronic 
timer is a three-clock unit which is equipped 
with individual controls allowing multi-cir- 
cuit operation for clocking speeds thru pro- 
gressive distances—l4, 5%, full mile, etc. It 
can also provide individual timing of sev- 
eral cars at the same time, as well as allow- 
ing split-second and long duration time 
checks to be made simultaneously.

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Why | Like Foreign Cars— 


by Roger Barlow 


It isn’t so much that I like foreign cars— 
it just happens that I like interesting cars. 
Detroit stopped making interesting cars a 
good many years ago so my affections just 
naturally went to the European product. 
Not all European cars are interesting or ex- 
citing, but there are enough that are to keep 
any enthusiast constantly busy trying to find 
an opportunity to drive the more noted 
makes. Commenting briefly upon some of the 
famous marques I have driven recently: 


BUGATTI Type 57. In 1946, I bought the 
type 57 convertible which had been part of 
the Bugatti exhibit at the New York Worlds 
Fair. Despite 35,000 miles of stupid neglect 
and abuse by its previous owners, this al- 
legedly delicate and temperamental motor 
car crossed the country without the slight- 
est fuss. Alleged to have been Ettore Bugat- 
ti’s own car, a similar convertible, but fitted 
with supercharger and Cotal gearbox, came 
into my hands for a short time last year. 
The amazing comfort of these long-wheel- 
base cars belies the incredible cornering 
capability which allows one to throw them 
around corners in the M.G. manner. The 
blown job produces really frightening accel- 
eration—albeit with a great amount of tire- 
some supercharger gear noise. 


TALBOT-DARRACQ. Our special love 
has been a pre-war French Talbot Darracq 
with a 116-inch wheelbase and fitted with a 
Figoni convertible body. This car has been 
driven 75,000 miles at high speed and has 
been raced in speed trials and hill climbs 
with complete reliability. The Talbot front 
suspension and steering are truly second to 
none (not even to Bugatti) and give the 
driver a sense of security under all condi- 
tions which is the true test of a real sports 
car. Besides the above-mentioned car, I 
drove “Stinky” (so named by ex-owner T. 
Lee), one of the short chassis (102”) Lago- 
type Talbots, in several competitive events 
in 1949 and found this car possessed an even 


greater degree of all the good features I 
had come to expect in a Talbot. It is, to 
date, the best handling car I have driven. 


TALBOT LAGO, Post-war. Early this 
year, I had the opportunity of driving a su- 
perb Saoutchik bodied Lago Grand Sport 
(short chassis, 200 bhp) convertible across 
the U. S. The new 4% litre engine is much 
smoother than the pre-war type, but the 
new suspension and steering lacks the re- 
sponsiveness of the earlier cars. Altho no 
faster in top speed than the smaller pre- 
war cars, the new Talbot-Lago cruises 
smoothly at 100 mph with power in hand. 


SIMCA 8 Sport. This Italian-styled French 
product is truly one of the most beautiful 
small cars ever built, and it is as good to 
handle as it is to look at. Steering, altho 
slightly heavier than expected, is direct and 
sensitive, while the chassis is rigid on the 
roughest roads and corners like a race car. 
Acceleration is good and, regardless of the 
speed at which one is traveling, driving is 
fun—which is why one buys a car, isn’t it? 

XK-120 JAGUAR. Setting a world’s stock 
car record of 132.6 mph even before any 
reached the hands of the public, the sports 
Jaguar gave every enthusiast a yen to get 
behind the wheel of this wonder car. I 
helped put 3500 exciting miles on “Jag” 
#2 before it was sold to Clark Gable. 
Breaking this car in along twisty Mulhol- 
land Drive, we found that it immediately 
gave both driver and passenger a great sense 
of security. It seems almost impossible to 
make the tail slide if sufficient power is 
applied. No matter how many other fine 
and fast cars one drives, coming back to the 
XK-120 is always a thrill. Here is a car to 
make anyone say “I like foreign cars.” 


SAOUTCHIK CADILLAC. Here is a 
blending of the best engine and chassis built 
in America together with the best in French 
coachbuilding. Altho not a sports car in any 
sense, stability has definitely been improved 
over the normal Cadillac. I have the word 
of the present owner that it rides better and 
feels safer at high speed than stock Cadillacs. 


. . . truly one of the most beautiful small 
cars ever built."' Barlows enjoyed driving it.

ROLLS-ROYCE. Steering is very direct 
and really feather-light. It goes without say- 
ing that comfort and silence are of the high- 
est order—but the big surprise comes when 
one discovers that this luxury car unexpect- 
edly has the road qualities of a good sports 
car. No other car I have driven approaches 
the “quality” feel of the Rolls. 

Yes, I like foreign cars because I refuse 
to be shoved into a pattern. It is a good 
American trait to want something different. 
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FARINA-NASH 


Along with all other enthusiasts, Bill 
Jenks is wondering how the Nash will look 
with Farina Styling . .. only he has done 
his meditating on paper! The design shown 
is particularly. suitable for a car the size 
of the Rambler or “n.x.i.” (approximately 


100 inch wheelbase). 

The new popular ‘Italian Look”, pioneered 
by Pinin Farina and Touring, is readily 
adaptable to American mass-production meth- 
ods, except that steel rather than aluminum 
would be used for most body panels and 
structure. The outstanding feature of this 
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car would be its lowness . . . less than 53 
inches overall from ground to roof-top. A 
lower-than-fender hood is a standard Far- 
ina feature, as is an absence of chromium 
trim. The car should have sports car weight 
distribution, that is, at least 50% on the 
rear wheels. 

Three people may ride comfortably on 
the bench type front seat, and two in the 
rear seat divided by an arm rest as in the 
present Nash. Construction of the integral- 
body-and-frame type would be used for both 
economy and light weight. Suspension at 
the front is independent, using coil springs, 
and the conventional Nash torque-tube drive,

coil spring arrangement at the rear. 


A novel Jenks touch is the hub-cap de- 
sign. Why, says he, not include simulated 
“knock-off” racing type hub nuts as a 
“trademark” of this European looking car, 
to identify it from the inevitable imitators? 


Another thought—factory installaton of 
the Ambassador ohy 115 hp six as optional 
equipment. With an expected weight of 
2300 pounds, the power/weight ratio would 
be sensational, and Nash would then... 
with no arguments from Road and Track

The most important race in Italy is the 
Italian Grand Prix, held at Monza, just 
outside Milan, off the autostrada between 
Milan, Bergamo, and Bresica. The course 
was especially built for motor racing and 
is located in a park. There is a main oval 
circuit from which a twisting road section 
leads off thru trees to return to the oval 
at another point. It is possible to use several 
different combination of roads. 


Being of paramount importance to the 
Italian public, Monza is the race at which 
the newest and best Italian race cars are 
sure to make an appearance. The 1950 
race was of added value because it was 
the deciding race for the World Champion- 
ship. Prior to Monza, the point score stood 
Fangio (Argentina) 26, Fagioli (Italy) 24, 
and Farina (Italy) 22.* 

The very latest 1500 cc blown Alfas, the 
new 4,500 cc unblown Ferrari, and the 
highly-boosted Maseratis were all on hand. 

A very spirited race resulted in a victory 
and the World Championship title for Nino 
Farina (Alfa Romeo). Trailing Farina at 
some distance in the new Ferrari was As- 
cari in second place and Fagioli (Alfa) in 
third. The unfortunate Fangio was forced 
to retire with engine trouble on his Alfa. 


*Tohnny Parsons was fifth (9 points) and 
Bill Holland seventh (6 points).

Fractured frames, boulder-punctured 
crankcases, and broken springs are but a few 
of the troubles besetting the participants in 
the long-distance cross-country races held in 
South America. 

Usually run across one or more countries, 
a 1,000-mile race is but a minor distance— 
in fact, the “Gran Primo de la America del 
Sur” is run over a 11,800 mile route. The 
roads range from paved surface to boulder- 
strewn mountain trails, Rules call for pro- 
duction passenger cars but allow consider- 
able modifications. Engines may be “‘souped” 
to almost any degree, fenders are trimmed 
to allow easy exit for rocks, huge fuel loads 
are carried, and all running gear parts are 
reinforced. Such oddities as a two-engined 
Mercury and bottom-side armor-plate have 
made their appearance. 


Lewie Shell’s, a Los Angeles speed equip- 
ment shop recently received a long letter, in 
Spanish and with check attached, from a 
driver now using a 1938 Chevrolet coupe in 
these events. A translation revealed an 
order, along with specifications, for a car 
capable of both speed and stamina necessary 
to win a South American speed marathon. 

Using a 1934 Ford V-8 coupe as the basis, 
modifications began with a reinforced frame 
and strengthened body by Fred Ige. Special 
Lincoln Zephyr hydraulic brakes were fitted, 
as were heavy-duty 16” disc wheels. Tires are 
600 x 16 at front and 700 x 16 rears. Shock 
Service Co. prepared special dual shock ab- 
sorbers (50-50 Ford plus aircraft type) 
which were mounted with the rear set of 
strut-type shocks at a 45° angle to reduce 
roll. . 

The V-8 engine was built up with an Engle 
cam, Jahns pistons, Potvin ignition, Belond

headers, and a Weiand high compression 
head—dual manifold set. A lightened clutch 
and flywheel are employed. 


After being electronically balanced, the 
unit developed 200 hp while maintaining 
dependability. When installed, the engine 
was relocated to the rear to provide improved 
handling. A heavy duty radiator was used 
in conjunction with a storage tank. 


An imposing battery of five electric fuel 
pumps feed from three fuel tanks having 
a total capacity of 60 gallons. Each tank 
may he individually selected by the riding 
mechanic. The Stewart-Warner instrument 
panel includes oil and fuel pressure, oil and 
water temperature, speedometer, tachometer, 
ammeter, and three fuel level gauges. Two 
spares, a fire extinguisher, safety belts, and 
a roll bar complete the equipage.

It’s interesting to note the new trend 
toward smaller cars, and the public reaction 
to same. Most everyone we've talked to likes 
the 100 inch wheelbase jobs, especially since 
both the Rambler and Henry J have low 
weight-power ratios, and corresponding snap- 
py performance. 

What Willys intends doing is the question. 
They should have some edge over the others 
by virtue of their past experience. Their 
car, announced tentatively just after the war, 
had many interesting mechanical features, 
but rather conservative styling. It appears 
that Willys is counting on military orders to 
replace previous plans for a passenger car— 
perhaps this is the reason why they were so 
willing to supply the engine for the Henry J. 


We wonder how many Henry J. purchasers 
will prefer the six to the four, just because 
of the American desire for more cylinders. 

In looking over the car sales totals for 
this year, the writer was immediately struck 
by the terrific walloping taken by Chrysler 
products. Of course this is partially due to 
the prolonged strike, but in a recent dis- 
cussion the point was made that the good 
old days when Chrysler made really differ- 
ent automobiles are gone. Remember when 
Chrysler alone in its price class had 7 main 
bearings, aluminum pistons, hydraulic brakes, 
high performance, and honest design? We 
don’t agree with the above entirely, but 
there may be some truth in the argument 
that mechanical features still sell cars. Cer- 
tainly the Olds 88 sales record is interest- 
ing and maybe Chrysler’s new ohy V-8 isn’t 
coming any too soon. 

There is still some confusion as to the 
engine details of the 1951 Packards, and the 
company’s emphasis on sales-to-women omits 
all but the vaguest reference to mechanical 
details.

Thus, we have the strange anamoly of 
Packard building two virtually identical 
327 cubic inch engines, one with a 5 main 
bearing crankshaft, the other (for the “Pa- 
trician” 400 only) with 9 mains. 

The styling of the new 200 series Packard 
is excellent, with a minimum of excess 
chrome. Unfortunately, the more expensive 
models are in poorer taste. The large-area 
air inlet in front seems very functional, 
but the chrome Packard motif is certainly 
much too massive to this observer. 

The Fordillac (a new Ford with stock 
ohy Cadillac engine) is selling at the rate 
ot 4 per day, we understand. Price, $1000 
over stock Ford. Understand this same New 
York firm (Frick-Tappett) now has a bored 
& stroked Cadillac engine which, when in- 
stalled in a new Cadillac, gives a perform- 
ance equal to or better than the Fordillac, 
to wit: standstill to 80 mph in 15 seconds! 

Have been wondering how the Muntz Jet 
(a larger Kurtis) can possibly meet the 
announced 2600 pounds weight when the 
foot shorter Kurtis with lighter competition 
engine tipped the scales at exactly 2750! 

The new IT-160, now coming over from 
Italy, looks like a most interesting car, 
using many stock Ford components. The 
suspension, however, is another story—weird, 
ungainly, and heavy, tho it probably works. 
We especially liked the direct crankshaft 
driven Roots blower and the smooth styling. 

We are really looking forward to the 
leng delayed post-war British Ford an- 
nouncement. Supposed to be a 4-cylinder 
with overhead valves. 

Newest sports car from England is the 
Marauder, using many parts of the 6-cylin- 
der Rover 75, with interesting modifications. 
A very clean looking, well designed car, but 
far below the XK-120 class with the same 
price and half the power. 

Thought up a new definition for a sports 
car, to meet the die-hard’s ideas. Simply, 
a car with over 50% of the total curb 
weight on the rear wheels, and oversteer. 
Not that we personally subscribe to the 
above, because actually a slight understeer 
is now generally acclaimed as essential to 


safety. The XK-120, with its rear springs” 


set at an angle of 734° from horizontal, 
gives a considerable understeer effect from 
rear axle skewing during roll. 

Pursuant with the above, it is not un- 
interesting to note that the XK-120 on a 
flat turn sufficient to cause a lateral accel- 
eration of 1 g gives a roll angle of about 5°, 
the same angle which is assumed by an aver- 
age American car in a turn equivalent to 
Ve &.

disadvantage (class F- 1100 to 1500 cc.) A 
little dreaming with slide rule shows that 
a bore of 3.20 inches and a stroke of 2.80 
inches would give 90 cubic inches, or 1475 
ce capacity. BHP could go up from 54 to. 
at least 64, making no allowance for the 
increase in valve size due to the drastic 
change in stroke-bore ratio. With a rod 
length of 5.25” the overall engine weight 
need be no greater than the presently avail- 
able engine, and a reasonable axle ratio 
change to 4.55 would give a cruising speed 
of 88 mph at 2500 fpm piston speed—about 
equal to the true potential top speed. 


Newest fad in California is adding hood 
louvres to the “bonnet” of the XK-120. Each 
owner wants two or three more than the 
last fellow, so that instead of the first own- 
er’s 3 on each side, placed well back toward 
the windshield, some now carry a full row 
of 11 or more on each side. It does help 
cooling slightly, but the basic deficiency is 
lack of air inlet area, not outlet area. You 
can’t let it out if it isn’t coming in! 

Emil Diedt, the perennial race car build- 
e: of Culver City, is now at work on a new 
Indianapolis job featuring the combination 
of his unique light-alloy chassis with fwd. 


The event of two-stage supercharging on 
European formula 1 (1% litre) Grand 
Prix cars has boosted the horsepower to 
over 300, but at the same time resulted 
in very tempermental machinery. The troub- 
les which have beset Alfa Romeo, Ferrari, 
and Maserati have often given the some- 
what obsolete 4% litre unsupercharged Tal- 
bot a chance to sneak in for a win. Result— 
Farrari ran a new twin ohc unsupercharged 
car of just under 4 litres at Geneva and 
will soon test a new 4.2 litre car. 

Lt. Colonel A. T. “Goldie” Gardner’s suc- 
cess in breaking the International Class J 
record (under 350 cc) with his streamlined 
M.G. is an interesting lesson in efficiency. 
Gardner’s car is, in reality, a muchly hopped- 
up and streamlined M.G. Magnette. His re- 
cent run (123 mph) was made on only two 
out of the six cylinders, giving a capacity of 
332 cc. This is better than 6 mph for each 
cubic inch of displacement, as compared to 
less than 14 mph per cubic inch on the 
average passenger car. 

The Olds 88 boys received quite a shock 
when a Plymouth, driven by Johnny Mantz 
came in an easy winner of the 500 mile 
NASCAR stock car race at the new Dar- 
lington, South Carolina track, Mantz main- 
tained a 75 mph average for the 500 miles 
and was almost 15 miles in lead at the finish. 
He started in 35th position and made only 
two pit stops. It seems that the Plymouth 
does not wear out tires as quickly as other 
makes in this type of race and, therefore, 
fewer pit stops are required. 

In Europe, the Crosley is called “Cros- 
mobile”, which brings to mind. a matter of 
simplification in this country. In honor of 
the late R. E. Olds, why not shorten the 
name of Oldsmobile to simply “Olds”.

Among the Italian manufacturers of sports 
and passenger cars, Touring designs are re- 
garded highly for both their light weight 
and aerodynamic cleanness. The examples 
shown here are but a few of many currently 
available models from this noted coach- 
builder. Most of the Sport and Grand Sport 
models of Alfa Romeo are by Touring. 

At the top of the page is an interesting 
design built on a special Fiat 1400 chassis, 
known as the Berlinetta “Superleggera” 4/5 
seater. This more conventional design fea- 
tures clean lines, conservative use of chrome, 
excellent visibility. Constructed mainly from 
aluminum, this super-light body weighs 150 
kg (330 lb.) less than the standard Fiat. A 
very favorable coefficient of air resistance is 
obtained. This car won the difficult Alpine 
Star race for passenger cars. 

Next are shown two designs based on the 
Ferrari Mille Miglia chassis. At left, the 
Le Mans coupe, at right, the Spyder “Super- 
leggera” which is the super-light roadster. 
These are the fastest passenger cars ayvail- 
able for purchase (to order) in the world, 
having maximum speeds in the vicinity of 
140 mph. The aerodynamic coupe has won 
the past two Mille Miglias, the world’s num- 
ber one sports car road race; in 1950 pow- 
ered by an experimental 2.3 litre engine, in 
1949 a standard 2 litre. Almost all Ferrari 
are fitted by Touring. 

The photograph at bottom, right, shows 
the manner in which the lightness of these 
cars is achieved. Liberal use of lightening 
holes in the door of this coupe saves only a 
few pounds, but when similarly applied thru- 
out the design, results in savings of weight 
important to winning in competition.

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Farina Wins Again at Silverstone

The first event of the day was the 10-lap 
900 cc race with an entry list of 14 cars. 
Dryden (Cooper-Norton) seized the lead in 
the first lap, but was soon passed by Moss 
(Cooper-Norton) who built up a 12-second 
lead to win at 79.87 mph. Sommer (Cooper- 
J.A.P.) second and Bottoms (J.B.S.) third. 

Next event was the one-hour race for pro- 
duction cars under 2-litre. As was expected, 
the Ferrari V-12 won an undisputed victory. 
Newton took third in a Le Mans Frazer-Nash 
with Crook and Culpan taking the next two 
places with similar cars. In the under 1% 
litre class, Ruddock (H.R.G.) battled a 
crowd of TD M.G.s to win, the TDs doing 
a very nice job of fast cornering. Sparrowe, 
in a Le Mans Morgan, won the 1100 ce class. 

The first heat of the International Trophy 
(Formula I) was won, without any great ef- 
fort, by Farina in a 158 Alfa. 

In the second heat, the lone B.R.M. (its 
companion suffered aspiration difficulties and 
was withdrawn) sat on the last grid. It was 
a heartbreaking moment for the crowd when 
Raymond Sommer, driver for the 1% litre 
V-16 B.R.M., let out the clutch only to have 
the transmission break before moving an 
inch. Despite a pouring rain, Fangio (Alfa) 
was challenged only by Ascari (Ferrari) and 
won at 76.73 mph. Shawe-Taylor and Gerard 
(both on E.R.A.s) took second and ‘third 
after Ascari retired. 

The race for production cars over 2 litres 
was run on wet surface and the winning 
Jaguar XK-120, driven by Walker, was un- 
able to beat the 2-litre Ferrari time. The 
XK-120s captured all of the first five places 
save 3rd, which was held by Allard on an 
Ardun ohy Allard J-2. 

The circuit had dried by the time Inter- 
national Trophy Final (35-lap) began. Fa- 
rina and Fangio ran away from the pack at 
once, taking turns leading as they easily 
maintained their position. Farina finished 
only .4 second ahead of Fangio to average 
90.16 mph. Whitehead’s Ferrari maintained 
third while Harrison took fourth in an E.R.A. 

So ended a great day of racing.

THE OLDS MOTOR WORKS,

Few people realize how recently the au- 
temobile entered the pages of world _his- 
tory. The death of Ransom Eli Olds, on 
August 26, 1950 at the age of 86, reminds 
us that only a man’s life time separates 
us from the beginning of the gasoline au- 
tomobile in this country. Man, in looking 
back upon the efforts and achievements of 
his progenitors, is inclined to be amused, 
but let us rather step into the nineteenth 
century and look forward with those men 
of vision as they proceeded to uproot the 
traditions that penetrated deep into thou- 
sands of years. 

Mr. Olds was born at Geneva, Ohio June 
3. 1864 and moved with his family to Lan- 
sing, Michigan in 1880. Pliny F. Olds, his 
father, established a foundry and machine 
shop under the name of P. F. Olds and Son. 
A gasoline-fired steam engine was devel- 
oped and thousands were sold before the 
internal combustion engine superseded it. 

The younger Olds recognized the chal- 
lenge of the new power plant and after a 
period of experimental work in the early 
nineties, placed on the market the “Olds 
Gasoline Engine”. As early as 1886 Olds 
had made a three-wheel steam wagon which 
was eventually rebuilt into a crude four- 
wheel vehicle. Thru publicity received in 
the Scientific American, it was sold to a 
London firm who shipped it to their branch 
in Bombay, India in 1893.

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and was seen around the streets of Lan- 
sing for about two years. 

With local capital the Olds Motor Vehicle 
Company was formed in 1897 and the con- 
struction of one car was authorized by the 
board of directors. Four cars were built, 
however, and one is preserved in the Smith- 
sonian Institute. 

Tho these cars were not as satisfactory 
as they had hoped, it made them aware of 
the immense possibilities and proved the 
need for more capital. A new company was 
organized in 1899 under the title of the 
Olds Motor Works. To get the necessary 
$350,000, several Detroit capitalists were 
approached. Mr. S. L. Smith invested for 
his two sons and decided that the factory 
should be built in Detroit. 

The first product was a large two-seated 
car selling at $1250. Mechanical difficulties 
and the high price made the results disap- 
pointing to the tune of $80,000. At Sat- 
urday noon March 9, 1901 the plant burned 
to the ground. Instead of a catastrophy it 
was a boon to the sagging company. A 
small one-cylinder runabout had been built 
experimentally and the bookkeeper had res- 
cued it from the fire which had consumed 
drawings, patterns and other large models. 

By Monday, work was underway on a 
second of the famous “Curved Dash” Olds- 
mobiles which was completed in 30 days, 
using the surviving car as a pattern. The 
success of this car was immediate and 433 
cars were made between May and Decem- 
ber 1901, jumping to 2500 in 1902 and 4000 
in 1903. 

Larger cars were planned for the Olds 
line in 1904 by the Smiths. Disagreement 
with this policy and the fact that he never 
had control of the company, caused Olds 
to sell his interest and retire in January 
1904 at the age of forty-one. 

His friends in Lansing decided against 
his retirement, organizing a new company 
while he was vacationing with his family. 
On his return they persuaded him to join 
them in making a new car called after his 
initials, R.E.O. The prototype was com- 
pleted October 15, 1904 and by mid-March 
1905 the first car-load of Reos were shipped. 
One and two cylinder Reos soon rivaled his 
Curved Dash Oldsmobiles in popularity. 

In February of 1912, there appeared an 
advertisement for the Reo “Farewell Car.” 
The copy carried a statement by Mr. Olds to 
the effect that this model was the acme of 
his work and that he was, therefore, with- 
drawing from active designing. 

In 1930, Olds retired from management 
of Reo and devoted his energies to civic 
enterprises in his home town of Lansing. 
There he organized the Capital National 
Bank, Michigan Screw Co., Atlas Drop 
Forge, and built the Olds Hotel and an 
office building known as the Olds Tower. 

Olds was called the “Schoolmaster” be- 
cause he trained so many men who after- 
ward produced other competing automobiles. 
Roy D. Chapin, Howard Coffin and R. B. 
Jackson, used their experience to promote 
the Chalmers and later to establish the Hud- 
son with the backing of Detroit merchant, 
J. L. Hudson. J. D. Maxwell designed the 
Northern and produced the Maxwell-Briscoe. 
Benjamin Brisco had supplied radiators to 
Oldsmobiles. Leland and Faulconer manu- 
factured the engines, and later founded the 
Cadillac and Lincoln. The Dodge Brothers 
constructed the transmissions. B. F. Everitt 
upholstered the bodies and W. E. Metzger 
was the first Detroit agent, these two sub- 
sequently being part of the E-M-F (Everitt, 
Metzger, and Flanders—later Studebaker). 
Many other names became famous in the 
industry thru the influence of a man whose 
courage matched his vision and in a free 
country, created the wealth that is pro- 
duction, for himself and his fellowmen. 
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This is the: Reo Four-cylinder Roadster, 
$1280-—the only car that really won the 
New York-to-Atlanta reliability contest.

PIKES 
PEAK 


The world’s greatest hill climb has again 
been run in a very unspectacular manner to 
be won by a very unspectacular car. Proy- 
ing that “practice makes perfect,” Al Rog- 
ers, who drives a “rubberneck” bus up and 
down the Peak all summer, won the Pikes 
Peak Hill Climb for the third consecutive 
year. Second, third and fifth places were 
also won by experienced Peak tour bus 
drivers. Only by such repetition of the course 
could one ever hope to memorize the 112 
turns—an important factor when driving 
against time alone. 

By charging the wind-swept 12.4 mile 
slope in 15 minutes and 39 seconds, four- 
time winner Rogers collected $5,900 at the 
rate of almost $380 per minute. On a mile- 
age basis, Pikes Peak is the highest paid 
race in the world—$1,331 per mile, the total 
purse being $16,510. As if to keep the situ- 
ation normal, the A.A.A. timing system 
again went haywire and results changed sey- 
eral times in a manner reminiscent of In- 
dianapolis. : 

Repeating his 1949 performance, Herb 
Bryers chased his four-barrel McDowell up 
the Pike in 15:59.9 to capture second place 
and $3,900. Herbie made a spectacular finish 
by ramming a rock retaining wall after re- 
ceiving the checkered flag. Louis Unser, 52- 
year old 8-time winner, placed third in a 
Kurtis-Kraft 3000 series chassis. 


Walt Killinger, who has driven the Peak 
fourteen times, took sixth place in super- 
charger manufacturer Dick Frenzel’s 274 
cubic inch Ford V-8 powered car. Equipped 
with a set of the new Stephens overhead 
valve units, this “cousin of a hot rod” gave 
the Offie owners a real surprise. 

Of the 29 cars making the climb, only five 
failed to finish. As dust gathered along the 
course and curves became rutted by spinning 
wheels, times became progressively poorer. 

An interesting entry was Bazil Panzer’s J-2 
Allard, driven by Phil Hill. Despite a 1% 
minute delay in a roadside ditch, Phil cap- 
tured 22nd place in 18:12.5. His actual run- 
ning time would have placed him among 
some very potent equipment. It is hoped that 
the 1951 climb will see additional sports cars. 

Despite below-freezing temperatures at the 
summit, a crowd of 25,000 scattered them- 
selves along the course to witness the fast 
parade of climbs. Glen Cove, about half-way 
up, was the favorite perch for spectators.

Long, Low, Luxurious—an apt description 
of the Fitzpatrick Custom. Built in North 
Hollywood at a cost of $16,000, expense and 
time have not been spared in creating a 
truly different car. 


Using Packard 160 equipage on a 122” 
Packard frame, a special chassis was pre- 
pared. The 160 engine was boosted to 200 
bhp by modifications to carburetion, igni- 
tion, and compression ratio. The result is a 
ready surge of power while maintaining a 
smooth idle. Noise and drag are reduced by 
use of a thermostatically controlled fan drive. 


Hand-formed body panels were literally 
molded around the frame rails to allow a 
very low design. From the ground to the top 
of the hood is only 36” and even with the 
top in place the total height is only 48”—— 
exactly level with the top of a 1950 Buick 
hood. 


The comfortable and roomy interior is up- 
holstered in tufted white calf-skin. Even the 
dash is covered with padded leather. The 
white is a striking contrast to the deep 
metalic blue exterior finish. This rich color 
is also used on the 34” deep Australian mo- 
hair floor mat. 


Electrical power is used to raise the hood 
and to operate the push-button windows. The 
doors are cut away in the foreign manner 
and open at the touch of a push-button. 


Instrumentation includes a _ tachometer 
which reveals that the engine turns only 
1850 rpm at 60 mph and 2150 at 80. The 
top speed has never been checked but it is 
known that the engine will attain 4000 rpm. 


From its inception as a motorized dream 
until its completion required three years. 
Phil Lacey was responsible for the design 
and drawings while Al Fitzpatrick personal- 
ly supervised all work. Owner Fitzpatrick 
will soon return to military service and must 
find a new owner for his long, low luxurious 


dream. 
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ROAD & TRACK PHOTOGRAPHY 


Conducted by Karl A. Barleben 
PEOPLE 


People are a vital part of many auto- 
motive photographs they contribute 
the “human interest” element which adds 
so much to the appeal and interest of the 
picture. Volumes could be written on the 
subject, but we shall outline only the salient 
aspects of this phase of photography. 

With the exception of a picture which is 
intended to illustrate a mechanical or tech- 
nical feature only, a figure is usually help- 
ful... and if the figure should happen 
to be a personal friend of the feminine 
variety, the charm and appeal are increased 
a hundred-fold for the taker. In _photo- 
graphing an automobile, why be content 
to show only the car which is, after all, an 
inanimate thing? Why not “dress up” the 
scene by having some interesting personality 
at the wheel or standing behind the car? 
Even if your interests are dominated by 
technical aspects, you cannot help but feel 
more strongly attracted to such a picture. 

This does not imply that you have to 
stick a figure into each and every photograph 
you shoot but, as a rule, a figure helps tre- 
mendously . . . not only to arrest attention, 
but also to enhance all other aspects of the 
principle object, which we can assume here 
is the car. The matter is not necessarily 
as easy as it sounds, for frequently a mis- 
placed or ill-posed figure can upset the or- 
iginal intention and result in a definitely 
negative reaction. The graceful lines of a 
custom body can be ruined by a model 
standing in the foreground or by having the 
door open. 

First of all, the figure, male or female, 
should preferably be attractive in appear- 
ance. Second, they must contribute some- 
thing concrete to the picture-idea. Third, 
they should appear perfectly natural and 
normal, as tho they belonged there, and are 
accustomed to the activity in which they are 
shown. Fourth, the photographs must de- 
termine whether the figure or the car is the 
principle interest, and subordinate the other 
accordingly so as not to detract from the 
initial purpose of the shot. 

For purely illustrative effects, it is pos- 
sible to handle a figure in such a manner 
that a car need not even be included in the 
scene, yet the idea of motoring is definitely 
suggested in the picture. This may be ac- 
complished by clothing which strongly sug- 
gests motor sports or racing. Ever notice 
the oil-streaked goggle-outlined face of a 
driver just in from the main event?

Saoutchik's artistic efforts are completely hid- 
den by the fender-riding models. Such a 
photograph serves only to antagonize the 
motor enthusiast. 


The sweeping lines of an elegant Delahaye 
are spoiled by the open door which pre- 
sents an ungainly view of both the model 
and the door. And straight from Paris—tisk! 


One of the most common errors of the 
average amateur photographer is to permit 
his subject to look directly at the camera 
... “mugging”, it is called. This pose 
definitely stamps the model as a beginner, 
for nothing looks quite so “amateurish” 
as a person staring at the camera, obviously 
posing for “the birdie”. It is for this reason 
that so-called “candid” photography became 
so popular years ago, and is still the widely 
accepted type for informal shots. Candid, 
because the picture is taken (supposedly) 
while the model isn’t looking . . . actually, 
he or she is engaged in the routine business 
of whatever the scene calls for, quite ebli- 
vious but carefully revealing the fact to the 
camera. Such photographs have dramatic 
punch and interest. 

Angle of lhght has an important role to 
play in the proper utilization of figures, for 
poor lighting, or good lighting coming from 
the wrong direction can often produce un- 
acceptable results. Presupposing bright sun- 
light outdoors, we have many possibilities 
to choose from. “Flat lighting”, in which 
the light strikes the scene squarely from 
behind the photographer, is generally to be 
avoided except when shooting color film, 
as it tends to wash out detail and create 
a “flat” picture lacking in snap, brilliance 
and contrast. It is better to have the sun- 
light coming from one side, or slightly from 
the rear of the figure, thus achieving round- 
ness, plasticity and depth in the scene. 

However, the moment we go to these light- 
ing angles, we are faced with another set 
of problems. First, the shadow side of the 
figure is rendered dark or black in the 
photographic print, lacking in detail. Sec- 
ond, the camera lens must be protected with 
a suitable lens shade so that no stray or 
non-image-forming light reaches the lens, 
and from there, the film (which results in 
fog, flare or general over-all loss of con- 
trast). These matters are easily overcome, 
however, by (a) using a reflector which 
“kicks” some of the light back into the 
shadow areas, (b) using a flash at the 
camera (which achieves the same purpose 
as the reflector but is infinitely more con- 
venient and less bulky to carry about), and 
(c) using a well-designed lens shade. 

As to figures, it is well to keep them 
facing forward, generally. Shooting a picture 
of a person with his or her back towards 
the camera is irritating and pointless. Care 
must be exercised, too, to avoid positioning 
a figure so that a tree, telegraph pole, edge 
of a building, or lamp-post appears to be 
growing right out of his or her head. Again 
the ground-glass focusing screen comes in 
handy you can notice these things 
more clearly and avoid them before the 
shutter is released. 

Backgrounds can be annoying and care 
should be taken to subdue them as far as 
possible unless they contribute to the scene. 
Remember that the more simple and plain 
the picture, the more forceful, dramatic and 
interesting it can be. For this reason, a 
favorite camera angle is a low one, which 
places the figure against the sky. If clouds 
happen to be present, so much the better 
(if you have a filter). Such shots are to the 
point . . . direct. There are no distracting 
masses or lines to mar the immediate appre- 
ciation of the result. 

There are countless camera angles and 
positions from which any scene may be 
photographed. It is, therefore, well to take 
time to evaluate these possibilities before 
actually making the exposure, since only a 
slight shift of the camera position can make 
a world of difference in the final result. 
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600 MILES in a Supercharged V-8 


“Wouldja like to try out a new super- 
charger on your car?” Being the I’ll-try-al- 
most-anything-once type, I stuck out my 
neck, and my 747 Ford, by saying OK. It 
seems the blower was coming in by Air 
Freight and the manufacturer (Frenzel) was 
anxious to have lower-altitude tests made. 

A call to genial Lou Baney, prexy of the 
Russetta Timing Association, placed us on 
the program ... as a guest entry .. . for 
the meet to be held the following day. 

It was quickly apparent that Frenzel real- 
ly has something. Acceleration was sensa- 
tional, and performance at speed was im- 
proved greatly. During the 120 mile trip to 
E] Mirage Dry Lake, numerous encounters 
with Olds 88s and Cadillacs left some pretty 
proud owners with a surprised look on their 
face as a tired looking ’47 breezed by. 


At the lakes, only one run thru the 
traps was allowed. With complete road 
equipment, including spare tire and tools,

etc. a speed of 100.046 mph was obtained. 
This is an increase of over 15 mph. Ac- 
celeration was improved from 11.4 sec. to 
8.1 sec. in the zero to 50 mph range. The 
same test to 60 mph, revealed an even bet- 
ter drop from 16.3 sec. to 11.0 sec. As with 
all centrifugal blowers, the top-gear_per- 
formance is somewhat poor. However, if en- 
gine rpm is kept up, full value of this unit 
may be easily recognized. At 70 mph, sud- 
den depression of the throttle gives a defi- 
nite kick-in-the-back sensation and_ the 
needle on the speedometer makes a quick 
trip to 85 or 90. During the run thru the 
traps, the speedometer indicated 105 mph. 
In low gear, 45 mph is readily attained, as 
is 80 mph in second. The test was run over 
a distance of 600 miles, during which no 
trouble was experienced. 


With reluctance I parted with the super- 
charger and now I find myself reaching to 


see if the hand brake is on. —BILL QUINN

The response to our recent invitation for 
letters from American “500” enthusiasts has 
been most gratifying. From all over the 
U. S. have come requests for more construc- 
tion data and where to race such cars. 


To answer several questions: Formula 3 
races are run in accordance with F. I. A. 
International Regulations, which call for a 
minimum length of 1 mile per lap. This au- 
tomatically eliminates many existing 1/5, 
1/4, and 1/2 mile ovals from consideration. 
Also, a road-type course with sharp corners, 
curves, and variety is preferred. Most Euro- 
pean racing in this class was on a non-pro- 
fessional basis until recently, and took place 
on private roads, airfields, etc. For profes- 
sional racing here in America, the logical 
solution is to modify existing oval-shaped 
half-mile and larger tracks to include a 
twisting road course. Carrell Speedway, Gar- 
dena, California, has successfully modified 
its layout in this manner, altho it has not 
been paved to date. Dirt is not a suitable 
surface for road racing. 


Engines used to date are mainly the 
Speedway J. A. P. which can be bought 
quite reasonably in America. Construction 
costs vary greatly, tho a home-built car 
should cost less than $2,000, as a produc- 
tion model can be purchased for slightly 
over this amount. Other engines which have 
been used are the Gilera 4, Triumph, Nor- 
ton, and Crosley. Horsepower must be 
around 40 unless you are just experimenting. 
Speeds achieved are well over the 100 mark, 
altho no particular record for Formula 3 
cars has been set. Most courses have a 
“hundred-mile-an-hour straight,” but it is at 
the slow corners where all the fun occurs, 
with a typical motorcycle rapid shifting 
both up and down. 

The safety record of 500s has been very 
good in comparison with the bigger and 
faster cars, but of course, accidents will hap- 
pen. Proper design of the race course as 
well as the car can do much to reduce the 
number of accidents. You will not see 500s 
with bumpers, “nerfing bars,” or crash 
guards, as in this type of racing contact 
between cars is to be avoided at all times, 
and any conduct otherwise brings disqualifi- 
cation. 

Complete Formula 3 Regulations will be 
found in this column next month, and de- 
tails of a new American 500 of interesting 
design will be discussed. 

There are many famous Formula 3 races 
thruout the world to offer a long-range goal. 
There is truly an unlimited field for expan- 
sion of this relatively inexpensive class of 
Grand Prix racing. The challenge is there. 
Are we Americans going to meet it?
